Liquor Sales Move Closer to Reality

Beer and wine sales should be legal 
in Plano in about a month with the 
City Council’s waiver of a public 
hearing. 
The council agreed Monday night on 
a unique 3-2-1 vote that any restric­ 
tions necessary to control sales could 
be handled with a “police power or­ 
dinance” rather than an amendment 
to the zoning ordinance. 
Zoning ordinance am endm ents 
require that the Planning and Zoning 
Commission and council hold public 
hearings on the m atter. 
The sale of beer and wine which was 
approved by voters 5,791-4,464 earlier 
this month would be delayed by 
another 45 days if public hearings 
were held. 
A disagreem ent over whether delay 
was the motive resulted in the unusual 
split of the council. Bob Collins 
refused to vote in the m atter, forcing 
Mayor Norman Whitsitt to break a 2-2 
tie on omitting the public hearings. 
HEARINGS FUTILE 
Whitsitt had described the hearings 
as “an exercise in futility” since state 
law closely regulates what a city can 
and cannot do to restrict the sale of 
alcoholic beverages. 
“ If you have a public hearing,” he 
noted, “ You’ll just get a lot of hopes 
up when you and I know there’s very 


little we can do. What does it really 
accomplish? It delays the sale 45 days 
and possibly divides the people.” 
Collins who was the most vocal 
supporter of public hearings said he 
did not want to “act in haste” on the 
ordinance. 
A public hearing would insure that 
“ every 
avenue 
of 
control” 
is 
examined and would provide an op­ 
portunity for community input into 
the issue. He added that he would 
particularly appreciate hearing from 
the leaders of both sides of the recent 
referendum. 
“ It was specifically stated in the 
campaign that it would be limited to 
grocery stores,” he reminded. “ It is 
time for those folks to step forward 
now and tell us how we can do that. I 
believe the referendum hinged on that 
and I wonder if the referendum would 
have been the sam e if everyone knew 
the application.” 
ALIENATION POSSIBLE 
Jack Harvard said he was con­ 
cerned about alienating people by 
asking their opinions when nothing 
could be done. He pointed out that 
both sides of the question had been 
“hashed out” for 30 days prior to the 
election and people were asking why 
the council was stalling. 
Collins replied that foregoing a 
public hearing was a “politically

popular ap p ro ach to ta k e .” He 
stressed that the real issue is control, 
not stalling 45 days which, he said, has 
no real significance. 
To illustrate his disapproval of the 
Mayor’s and H arvard’s comments 
about stalling. Collins stepped down 
from the council. Whitsitt voted with 
H arvard and L arry Jack son to 
regulate the sale under a routine 
ordinance. Louise Sherrill and Jack 
Hatchell favored public hearings. 
The ordinance will be presented to 
the council by Attorney Bill Roberts at 
the Nov. 14 meeting. Roberts said that 
if the ordinance is approved at that 
time, applications can be submitted to 
the County Judge immediately. 
PROPOSED RESTRICTIONS 
The 
proposed 
ordinance 
will 
prohibit sales in any residential area, 
regardless of zoning. The existence of 
an occupied residential dwelling unit 
within 300 feet will be sufficient 
evidence to prove that the area is 
residential. 
Sales are also forbidden within 300 
feet of a church, public school or 
public hospital. The ordinance also 
imposes a fee equal to half the permit 
fee charged by the state under the 
Texas Alcoholic Beverage Code. 
In a final provision, the ordinance 
states that the city secretary shall 
certify that the location is in a wet 
area. The certificate will then be 
reviewed by code enforcement of­ 
ficials to determ ine if it complies with 
the ordinance.

The council also purchased 19 cars 
for the police departm ent from Carter 
Chevrolet for $100,513, about $186 
below budget. 
Vehicles purchased include 16 black 
and white patrol units ($5,365 each), 
one solid color “ police package” unit 
for patrol supervision ($5,250) and two 
units for detectives ($4,709 each). The 
fire departm ent will also receive a 
$5,250 “police package” unit for use

Old Loop 9 Bows Out 
To New Highway Link 


Collin County has seen the last of 
Loop 9. 
The subject of much speculation 
and controversy over the past several 
y ears, 
Loop 
9 
was 
form ally 
deauthorized yesterday by the State 
Departm ent of Highways and Public 
Transportation. 
But even though the loop was killed, 
a freeway connecting the Plano area 
with the Dallas-Fort Worth Regional 
Airport is still in the future. 
“ As a concept, an outer loop around 
Dallas is dead. We’re through with 
it,” noted County Judge Nathan E. 
White Jr. The longtime Loop 9 ad­ 
vocate added, however, that the High­ 
way 
Com m ission 
has 
instead 
authorized a freeway 
from State 
Highway 78 in Garland to Interstate 35 
and the Dallas-Fort Worth Airport 
“ It is an oversimplification to say 
that the new freeway will give us a 
better route to the airport,” said the 
Planoite. “ It will give anyone going 
south or west whether to Garland, the 
airport or just downtown Dallas, an 
easier way to get there.” 
Plans still call for the proposed 
freeway to run along the Plano- 
R ichardson 
boundaries 
just 
as 
previous plans for Loop 9 indicated 
The 
Highway 
C om m ission’s 
decision came after a delegation of 
Collin and Dallas County officials and 
several other interested parties ap­ 


peared before the commission in 
Austin late last week. 
At that meeting, McKinney attorney 
Roland Boyd, coordinator of the loop 
effort, asked commission members to 
deauthorize 
a 
segm ent 
of 
Loop 9’s northern 
portion and 
reauthorize the section from Highway 
78 to 35.

designate a North Airport Freeway 
instead.

Planners Put Population at 100,000

Plano should reach a population of 
100.000 by 1985, according to the 1977 
m aster plan. 
The report prepared by Consultant 
Marvin Springer after almost a year 
of discussions with the City Council, 
Planning and Zoning Commission, 
city employees and m ajor developers 
indicates that Plano should continue 
to gain population at a rapid rate. 
Springer believes that Plano will be 
able to attract about 100,000 of the 
reg io n ’s 
estim ated 
3,400,000 
population by 1985. The report sets the 
population at 135,000 in 1990 and 
230.000 in 2000. 
The trend for migration to sm aller 


communities in the region should 
continue, he says, because of in­ 
creasingly complex urban problems 
in the m ajor urban centers. 


Plano has had a competitive ad­ 
vantage over other outlying com­ 
munities during the past IO years. 
Located in the path of Dallas nor­ 
thern growth, Plano has had land 
available for development and has 
created an attractive quality of life 
and general environmental character. 


Population Increasing 
During the 1960s. Plano's population 
increased 383.7 percent and an in­ 
crease of 118.2 percent was recorded 
between 1970 and 1975 Numerically, 
the population gain between 1970 and 
1975 ( 21.128) represented a greater 
increase than by all the previous 
growth since its founding < 17,872 by 
1970). 


Springer warns, however, that the 
inadequacy of regional highw ay 
connections for handling the growing 
employment traffic could adversely 
influence the growth rate. 


The 
plan 
also 
notes 
that 
the 
availability of water to supply a 
population of six times as large as now 
could become a factor in Plano’s 
growth. 
The availability of land in Plano is 
also expected to decline, and the city’s 
growth rate will probably lessen with 
the region’s projected decline in rate 
of growth 


The most im portant factor in the 
region’s growth is employment ex­ 
pansion M anufacturing is expected to 
increase at a slightly reduced rate as 
some of the companies expanding or 
locating within the general region will 
locate beyond the higher salary area 
in the central counties. 


Distribution Important 
The steady and continued growth 
expected in wholesale distribution is 
probably more important to Plano. 
The city should gain significantly in 
distribution 
related 
industry, 
especially if transportation to the 
Dallas-Fort Worth Regional Airport is 
improved. 
R etailing, service (m otels, e n ­ 
tertainm ent and amusement) 
and 
government (municipal and school 
district (employment is expected to 
continue to rise 
Plano’s growth during the past 
decade is due primarily to new people 
moving to the community, although 
births are increasing 
The annual 
number of births is expected to 
continue to increase, although the 
birth rate has dropped from 31 births 
per 1,000 residents in 1970 to 18 births 
per 1,000 residents in 1975 
In 
1970, 
52 4 
percent 
of 
the 


population were 24 years old or 
younger with the prime labor force 
group (25-44 years) representing 34 8 
percent of the population 
The plan also acknowledges that the 
high educational level of the city (18 I 
percent college graduates and 73 4 
percent high school graduates) will 
have a significant influence on many 
facets of the city 


Higher Requirements 
Springer notes that more highly 
educated 
people require a 
more 
significant inventory of cu ltu ral, 
educational and social facilities They 
are also increasingly concerned about 
the environmental quality of the city 
and have a m ajor interest in parks 
and open spaces 
Indirectly, the education level will 
influence the quality of housing and 
other facilities, since the educational 
attainm ent will be reflected in an 


increased income level 
The report shows that the median 
family income in Plano rose from an 
annual $5,634 in 1960 to $12,1 IO in 1970 
The median income level ranks high 
among other communities of the 
region Although some of the rise is a 
result 
of 
inflation, 
a 
substantial 
amount 
represents a 
genuine in­ 
crease The average annual family 
income will probably increase to 
between $16,000 and $20,000 by 1980. 
“The rise in the income level of 
people living in Plano will influence 
the demand for housing, services and 
retail sale-- in the area,” Springer 
notes “The higher income level of the 
residents is expected to have a similar 
affect to the rising educational level 
on the demand for cultural, social, 
recreational and health services and

Make mildewed sheet sweet 
By Folly Cramer 
POLLY’S PROBLEM 
DEAR PO LLY-I would like to know if anyone can 
tell me how to take mildew out of a new bed sheet that 
I would like to continue using.-BONNIE. 
DEAR BONNIE-Old mildew stains are often 
impossible to remove but since yours is new perhaps 
the following will work. I presume the sheet is white 
as you did not say otherwise. Wash in warm suds, 
rinse and if they still remain soak in bleach water 
(one tablespoon bleach to a quart of water) and let 
soak for 15 to 20 minutes. I would put only the spotted 
areas in this water. Wash and rinse as usual. If stains 
are not too bad rub with a cut lemon, apply salt 
generously and put in the sun.-PO LLY. 


DEAR POLLY-I save money by making a bottle of 
shampoo last a longer time. When I have used shampoo 
so that it is down about three inches in the bottle I add 
hot water and shake it up so it immediately becomes 
like a brand new bottle and still does a terrific shampoo 
job. I keep doing this several times during the use of one 
bottle and do the same with my dishwashing liquid.— 
CELIA. 
DEAR POLLY—I am at the age when so many of my 
friends are often in the hospital and as I live on a fixed 
income I find it hard to buy flowers or plants for them 
that will come within my budget. 
Recently I went to a rummage sale where I bought 
four nice white vases for 20 cents each. The next week 
when I went to call on a sick friend I filled one of these 
vases with red geraniums from my garden and this 
made a stunning looking arrangement and so much 
nicer than one I could have afforded to buy and the total 
cost was just 20 cents. (Polly’s note-Those with green 
thumbs could start plants for such use from cuttings 
taken from their own house plants.)—HELEN S. 
DEAR POLLY—One of the readers asked how to 
remove water spots from polished surfaces. I rub 
ordinary toothpaste on the one spot with a soft cloth or 
better still the heel of the hand or fingertips. The spot 
will disappear and then furniture polish can be used as a 
follow-up if desired. 
My leather-topped coffee table had such spots caused 
by a damp flower pot and the toothpaste even removed 
the spots from it. This works beautifully on highly 
polished wood and does not scratch.—MAXINE. 
DEAR POLLY—I have discovered a wonderful idea 
for a picnic tablecloth. I cover the top of my table with 
an old window shade. It is unrolled lengthwise with the 
roller left in and an old broom handle slipped through 
the hem at the other end and they fit perfectly over the 
ends of my table and keep the wind from blowing it off. 
Such a shade can be rolled up and put away for many 
many uses. They can be cut in any width to fit any picnic 
table. This has proved to be a happy discovery for my 
outdoor family and saves the hostess real worry.—
